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Council in talks on enforcement notices for developers

CONCERNS 

Action threat over 
run-down centre 

THE owners of a run-down shopping cen¬ 
tre in Walsall could face action if they don’t 
take steps to secure the site amid anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour concerns. 

Walsall Council is looking to serve a 
notice to the owners of the Ravenscourt 
Shopping Centre ordering they tidy up the 
site and ‘act as a catalyst for development’. 

The site was at the centre of a failed 
multi-million pound supermarket revamp 
in 2014 and community leaders say there 
have been no concrete plans put forward 
since. 

Over that time, the site has deteriorated 
and is currently a hot-spot for anti-social 
behaviour. 

Council bosses will discuss the future of 
the site at a planning meeting today.

MORE than 20 planning 
breaches, some going back 
more than 10 years, are being 
dealt with by Walsall Council. 

The authority’s planning commit¬ 
tee will meet today to discuss 23 en¬ 
forcement action notices that have 
been sent out to developers accused 
of flouting local planning rules. 

The notices, issued by the council, cover 
three disused buildings labelled ‘unsightly’ and 
a residential property that was turned into a 
car repairs workshop. 

Councillor Mohammed Nazir, chair of the 
committee, said he will be seeking assurance 
from officers that each is being looked into 
properly. He said: “What we have said as a 
council is that we will look to take enforcement 
action whenever it is needed to make sure we 
stay on top of rogue operations at properties. 

“The downside of developments that don’t 
comply with regulations is that it sets a prece¬ 
dent and often the public are left with buildings 
that are out of place or out of character. 

Assurances 

“I will be looking to get assurances from our 
officers that with the developments where we 
can take enforcement action that we do so or 
work hard to come to an agreeable conclusion.” 

The longest running planning saga to be dis¬ 
cussed involves the owners of Capital Leisure 
on Newport Street, near the town centre, first 
subject to enforcement action back in 2004. 

The council’s complaints relate to owners in¬ 
stalling second floor windows and painting the 
outside of the listed building. A report into the 
site claims an invalid planning application has 
been submitted in an attempt to address the 
breaches while discussions continue. 

‘Unsightly’ empty properties on Lower Li¬ 
chfield Street in Willenhall are still a concern 
for planning bosses, despite being given assur¬ 
ance that work would be done to improve their 
image back in 2013. 

A report into the current situation at the 
properties reads: “These are unsightly void 
properties. A letter was received in July 2013 
which set out intention to paint, replace glass 
and repair the roof within a month. No works 
were carried out.” 

Owners of the properties have been hit with 
a section 215 notice by the authority. 

Enforcement action has also been issued in 
relation to a home on Halford Crescent turned 
into a car repairs workshop in 2014. Despite 
owners originally complying with council re¬ 
quirements to stop using the site for this pur¬ 
pose, it appears that the problem may be back.

TOP young dancers will strut their stuff in 
front of the Queen at a massive party and 
parade for her 90th birthday in London on 
Sunday. 

Nine performers from the Walsall Academy 
of Dance and their teacher Christa Collard 
will dance along The Mall with hundreds of 
others from around the country as part of the 
official celebrations at the Patron’s Lunch. 

Miss Collard, the performers and their par¬ 
ents knew they would be taking part in the 
event weeks ago after being informed they 
had been picked by organisers. But they were 


unable to tell people about their role until 
last week. She said: “It’s a once in a lifetime 
opportunity for most of us. I don’t imagine 
many of us will be dancing in front of the 
Queen again.” 

There will be 10,000 lunch guests for the 
Patron’s Lunch, organisers say, in what is the 
first event of its kind on The Mall. 

Invited guests will tuck into a hamper at 
tables along the full length of The Mall, which 
starts in front of Buckingham Palace, taking 
part in a vast British street party. 

Miss Collard added of the performers, 


whose ages range from 11 to 14: “I tried to 
pick ones who would be able to handle the 
pressure of it. Because it is part of the parade, 
we have got to keep in time.” 

Even now she has to remain tight-lipped 
about their dance - but said they will be given 
a costume on Sunday morning, shortly before 
they take part in the bonanza. 

Royals will include the Queen and the Duke 
of Edinburgh, The Duke of Cambridge and 
Prince Harry. It will celebrate the dedication 
she has shown to charities and other volun¬ 
tary organisations in her 63-year long reign. 


STATISTICS 

Population to rise 
by nearly 40,000 

THE population of Walsall is due to 
increase by nearly 40,000 over the 
next two decades, new figures have 
revealed. The current population of the 
borough is around 277,000 according 
to the Office for National Statistics, but 
this is due to rise to 313,000 in 2039. 

The rise is an increase of around 13 
per cent. David Winnick, the Labour 
MP for Walsall North, described the in¬ 
crease as ‘pretty inevitable’ but warned 
that the extra need for schools and 
homes ‘must be taken into account’. 

AUTHORITY 

Councillors backing 
Metro Mayor plans 

WALSALL councillors voted in favour of 
plans to bring in a Metro Mayor for the 
impending West Midlands Combined Au¬ 
thority. A vote was taken during a council 
meeting last Thursday, with 42 voting in 
favour and nine against the idea. 

The West Midlands Metro Mayor will 
have responsibility over transport, health, 
and oversee a population of more than four 
million people. Councillor Ian Shires said: 
“If you are in the Mayoral West Midlands 
Combined Authority then you have influ¬ 
ence over our future.”

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Rush hour road ragers swap punches 



The incident caught on camera 


TWO raging drivers were caught on 
camera as they traded punches in the 
middle of the rush hour M5 traffic. 

As the traffic queue slowed down, a 
Volkswagen people carrier is seen to pull 
in front of a flatbed truck. 

Forced to brake, the driver in the 
truck jumps out of his vehicle and goes 
over to the car in front. Dressed in a hi- 
vis orange garb, he seems to be greeted 
by the Volkswagen driver who he swiftly 
pushes in the chest. 

Instantly a flurry of fists is thrown 
from both men in between the station¬ 
ary vehicles and quickly the truck driver 


is caught by a right hander. The pair 
faced off in the middle of the motorway 

After falling to the ground in front 
of another stopped car, he quickly gets 
back up while the Volkswagen driver 
checks on his passengers. Having spot¬ 
ted the traffic starting to move, both 
men get in their vehicles and start mov¬ 
ing again, with the truck keeping its 
distance. 

It happened near Junction 4A for the 
Bromsgrove on May 25 around 5pm. 

Joe Mather caught the motorway 
maul on his dashcam as he was sat wait¬ 
ing for the cars to move. 


Joe said: “I sat there in disbelief. The 
Volkswagen had been swapping lanes 
repeatedly. The truck driver takes a fall. 
Not long before this he pulled in front of 
my car in the same manner. I couldn’t 
hear their argument, I just kept my win¬ 
dows up and wasn’t getting involved. 

“The bloke in the VW must have an¬ 
noyed a number of other drivers doing 
the same and to the end of the video you 
see him cutting lanes again. 

“It appeared like he had a young girl 
of around five or six-years-old in the 
back seat. There was at least one other 
passenger in the front seat too.” 


Patient died 12 hours 
after hospital scan 


A MAN died 12 hours after med¬ 
ics at Walsall Manor Hospital did 
not act quickly enough upon the 
abnormal results of his CT scan. 

He was admitted to the hospital 
suffering with shortness of breath 
and had recently lost two stone. Tests 
were carried out, but the results of a 
CT scan were not immediately acted 
upon. 

Twelve hours after the scan, the man 
went into cardiac arrest and died. The 
death was recorded as part of a serious in¬ 
cident report submitted for the board meet¬ 
ing of the Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust. 

The report also revealed that two pa¬ 
tients had a delay in their diagnosis of can¬ 
cer following CT scans. 

Speaking at the meeting of the trust, 
last Thursday, director of nursing, Ra¬ 
chel Overfield said: “We as a trust have 
discussed these incidents in private and 
now have brought them here in order to be 
more transparent. We had just shy of 1,000 
incidents in April but these were of either 
no harm or minor harm. 

Maternity 

“This is what experts would expect to see 
in a trust of this size. The main key trends 
in the data is poor documentation issues 
and particularly an increase in falls. There 
has also been an issue with equipment in 
maternity and delays in acting on abnor¬ 
mal scan results. We also had cases of pres¬ 
sure ulcers, though some of these were out 
in the community, and a case of norovirus 
in April.” 

Amir Khan, Medical Director for Walsall 
Healthcare NHS Trust, said: “We would 
once again like to offer our condolences to 
the family on their loss. The trust carried 
out a full investigation which concluded 
that some elements of this gentleman’s 
care required improvement. 

“An action plan was developed as a result 
and this is something that our staff across 
all levels of the organisation have learned 
from. The incident was also referred to the 
coroner’s office which gave the cause of 
death as natural causes and did not require 
an inquest to be held. Throughout the in¬ 
vestigation I have maintained close contact 
with the family and am happy to meet with 
them again if they have any concerns.”

Following two years of success 
for Scott Southey and Amy Carter 
at Southcart Books on Lower Hall 
Lane, the pair are now asking book 
lovers in the borough to enable 
them to continue. 

A target of £4,000 has been set 
to cover moving costs, a new shop 
frontage, bookcases, decorating and 
a deposit for the new, larger space 
on the same street. A loyal cus¬ 
tomer base has built up at South-

some book lovers travelling from 
across the UK to visit the shop. 

So far, £1,500 has been raised to 
help the pair, who started the shop 
together after being long-term un¬ 
employed. 

Scott said: “We have been suc¬ 
cessfully trading for two years and 
love our little shop that we have 
created. We have always been very 
grateful to our landlords for all 
their help and support but we need 
to face facts that we don’t know 
what is going to happen in the near 
future. 

“We also love all our shop friends 
that we have made including an 
army nf arrmzinp- authors whn at- 


tend our monthly bookshop parties 
and have become our extended 
family over this time. 

“People love to come and see us, 
we are the only independent book 
shop for miles around.” 

Aside from selling books, the 
shop also hosts free community 
events including talks from au¬ 
thors, a thriving book club and 
creative writing classes. With more 
than 1,000 sq ft of shop floor, the 
proposed new site will almost dou¬ 
ble capacity for Scott and Amy.

Pledge over 
nurses after 
150 vacancies 
are revealed 

THERE are 150 registered nurse va¬ 
cancies at Walsall Manor Hospital, with 
hospital chiefs now looking to recruit 
more staff from abroad. The vacancies 
have risen from around 90 in April to 
150 in June this year, despite a recruit¬ 
ment drive which saw nurses from Italy 
start work last year. 

Now the Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust is considering whether to recruit 
from both EU and non-EU countries 
including the Philippines.The cost to 
get each new recruit into the country 
and ready to start work is estimated at 
£3,000 per head. 

However, concerns have been raised 
by staff working on the wards as to the 
language competence of the existing 
Italian nurses, and whether the new 
recruits from overseas are able to fully 
understand patients. 

Speaking in the public gallery during 
the meeting, Jane Wilson, staff side lead 
at the hospital said: “Have we really 
learned lessons from last year, where we 
seemed to have a recruitment drive and 
then a sudden vacancy freeze? 

“Not only that but I have a lot of 
nurses come to me saying that working 
with some of the Italian nurses is a chal¬ 
lenge sometimes because some of them 
struggle to understand what is being 
asked of them, or of what patients are 
saying to them. How can we make sure 
their language skills, if English isn’t 
their main language, is up to scratch?” 

Director of nursing, Rachel Overfield 
said: “I’m surprised to hear that as 
anyone we take on board from an EU 
country have to sit a difficult English 
language test - the equivalent of an 
A-level in English. I’ll look into this to 
find out how we can prevent this hap¬ 
pening again.” 

Richard Kirby trust chief executive, 
said: “The short answer to your question 
Jane is that yes we have learned lessons 
from last year and we want to fill not 
just the vacancies we do have but work 
to retain the existing staff.” 

Chiefs suspend 
buildings action 

ENFORCEMENT action which would 
have seen dozens of residents evicted 
from two unauthorised houses of multi¬ 
ple occupation has been suspended. 

At the start of April, Walsall Council 
gave businessman Jim Haliburton two 
months to return former warehouses at 
Butts Road and Wolverhampton Street 
back to their original state after they 
had been adapted for housing providing 
accommodation for 22 people. 

But the authority has now confirmed 
it has put that action on hold after the 
entrepreneur, who runs J9 Accommoda¬ 
tion in Darlaston, has submitted plan¬ 
ning applications which would grant 
legitimacy to the properties. 

A planning report for councillors 
today states: “A planning application 
has been received and further details 
are required. Enforcement action is cur¬ 
rently on hold pending the outcome of 
the current live planning application.” 
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Visitor died 
after a fall 
on escalator 
at hospital 

A VISITOR to Walsall’s Manor Hos¬ 
pital died after falling down an esca¬ 
lator. 

A report into the hospital’s health 
and safety performance for the first 
quarter of 2016 revealed that the 
woman, who died on January 4, had 
gone to the hospital to visit her part¬ 
ner on January 3. 

After falling on the escalators she 
sustained a head injury and was taken 
to A & E. 

However, her condition deterio¬ 
rated to the point where she began 
losing consciousness and vomiting. 

She was then taken to a palliative 
care unit before passing away. 

Bosses at the hospital discussed 
the incident among other health and 
safety issues during a board meeting 
last week. 

Mark Sinclair, lead director for 
estates and facilities with Walsall 
Healthcare NHS Trust, said: “We 
would like to extend our sympathy to 
the family of the woman involved in 
this tragic accident. Our thoughts are 
with them at this difficult time. 

“As part of the serious incident in¬ 
vestigation the trust carried out we 
studied CCTV footage that captured 
the incident and notified the Health 
and Safety Executive which has also 
reviewed the footage. Our investiga¬ 
tion concluded that this was unfortu¬ 
nately a tragic accident. 

“Nothing like this has happened in 
all the years that the escalators have 
been in use but, as an additional pre¬ 
caution, we have also made the sig¬ 
nage clearer.” 

‘Endlessly kind* 
teenager dies 

A TEENAGER has died after being 
hit by a car in Great Barr. Pedestrian 
Charlie Heywood, aged 19, was killed 
in the early hours of Sunday morning. 

The crash 
happened at 
around 3.35am 
on Birmingham 
Road heading 
towards Wal¬ 
sall, near to the 
junction with 
Barrhill Close on 
the approach to 
junction 7 of the 
M6 motorway. 
Despite the 
best efforts of paramedics and pas¬ 
sers-by that stopped to help, the teen¬ 
ager, who is from Great Barr, was 
pronounced dead at the scene. 

The driver of a blue Mercedes was 
arrested on suspicion of a number of 
matters including driving while under 
the influence of drugs. 

Charlie’s family paid tribute to the 
student, who they described as an 
‘endlessly kind young man’. They re¬ 
leased a picture of the Arsenal fan at 
Wembley at the 2014 FA Cup final.

Mothers-to-be turned 
away from using Manor 


HUNDREDS of expectant mothers 
have been forced to change plans 
for their baby’s birth, after being 
told they cannot be delivered at 
Walsall Manor Hospital. 

A total of 250 mums-to-be from 
Sandwell will now give birth at services 
run by Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Hospital NHS Trust. 

It is the latest move by health bosses who 
are looking to relieve pressure at the overbur¬ 
dened Manor which delivered around 4,900 ba¬ 
bies last year and was subsequently branded 
‘inadequate’ by the Care Quality Commission 
for a lack of capacity and understaffing in the 
maternity department. 

An initial cap was introduced in March af¬ 
fecting around 500 women in Willenhall and 
Cannock Chase who were told to use Wolver¬ 
hampton’s New Cross instead. 

A fortnight later ruling bosses at the Manor 
explained that that cap would be extended af¬ 
fecting mothers in the Sandwell area which has 
now been confirmed and implemented. 

Women registered at 11 GP practices have 
been impacted by the latest change. 

Assessment 

A spokesman from Walsall Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group said: “As of 6th May, around 
250 newly expectant women who are registered 
with one of 11 GP practices in Sandwell, have 
been signposted to maternity care services at 
the Sandwell and West Birmingham Hospital 
Trust instead of Walsall Manor Hospital. The 
11 GP practices have been considered following 
a fully completed quality risk assessment.” 

Professor Nick Harding, chair of Sandwell 
and West Birmingham CCG confirmed the 
body were well aware of the proposed changes 
beforehand and had taking part in the talks 
with Walsall health chiefs. 

He said: “We have been working with NHS 
Walsall and local GPs to communicate these 
changes to all expectant mums and health pro¬ 
fessionals who have been affected.” 

Bosses have already declared they have made 
strides in improving maternity services at 
Manor Hospital. In particular more midwives 
have been recruited and now the midwife to 
birth ratio, which was as high as 1:37 is now 
much closer to the national recommendation 
of 1:28. The hospital has also been given the 
green light to invest £3million in expanding its 
neo-natal unit from 15 cots to 20.

Mrs Costello, of Cindy Belles 
Bridal and Sewing Studio, How- 
dles Lane, in Brownhills, opened 
the shop around 27 years ago, 
when big peach dresses with frills 
were all the rage.

who hopes she will be able to fol¬ 
low in the long-serving footsteps 
of her predecessor. 

Mrs Costello, aged 47, who 
lives in Brownhills with her hus¬ 
band, Loz, aged 50, said: “When 
I started there were a lot of peach 
and blue numbers, a lot of sepa¬ 
rates too - so people would buy a 
bodice and a separate fitted skirt. 
When I met Candice I knew she 
would be perfect for the job. 


“It’s so lovely that she’s kept 
the shop’s original name too.” 

She added: “Now my husband 
and I are really looking forward 
to just enjoying life and spending 
weekends together - which we 
rarely did because the shop was 
open on a Saturday.” 

Now, the shop has a brand new 
website and the new owner is 
looking to host her own bridal fair 
at Baron’s Court, Walsall, follow¬ 
ing the path of Mrs Costello. 


NEWS IN BRIEF 

Bus services 
takeover call 

THE soon-to-be-formed West Mid¬ 
lands Combined Authority has been 
urged to take control of public trans¬ 
port in the region. 

Currently, National Express West 
Midlands operates the vast majority of 
buses in the region. Willenhall Coun¬ 
cillor Ian Shires claims that if the 
combined authority organised services 
according to need and encouraged 
franchising, public transport users 
would see an improvement. 

In London, services offered from a 
mix of private sources and public ser¬ 
vices organised by the Transport for 
London Agency, a move which coun¬ 
cillor Shires says would work in the 
West Midlands. 

He said: “There is a strong case 
for positive proactive partnerships or 
even bus franchising in order to pro¬ 
tect local services and support strong 
economic growth through an inte¬ 
grated local transport policy. I believe 
if the West Midlands Combined Au¬ 
thority can take a stand on the issue.” 

Jobs hope over 
pub shops plan 

DOZENS of jobs are poised to be cre¬ 
ated as plans to turn a pub in Aldridge 
into a shop have been recommended 
for approval. 

The plans relating to The Lime 
Kilns in Northgate, formerly known 
as the Struggling Monkey, will see 30 
jobs created. Developers want to de¬ 
molish the front and one of the side 
walls to create a more ‘traditional’ 
layout for the potential shop. 

The application has been submitted 
by Stourbridge firm PJ Planning on 
behalf of the owners of the site, the 
Neil Guy Pension Fund. Planning 
officers have recommended it be ap¬ 
proved when Walsall Council’s plan¬ 
ning committee meets today. 

Shoplifter blitz 
hailed a success 

POLICE patrols to target shoplifters 
in Bloxwich have been a success and 
shoplifting has reduced by a quarter, 
according to officers. 

Last month neighbourhood officers 
for the area announced they would be 
stepping up patrols in Bloxwich High 
Street to combat theft. 

Sergeant Michael Sansbury, of the 
Bloxwich neighbourhood team, said: 
“We have been targeting prolific of¬ 
fenders and supporting stores to pre¬ 
vent shoplifting.”

REJOICE, for a Parliamentary report due 
soon will recommend that, because we are 
living longer and fitter, the age limit to keep 
your driving licence without the need for 
a review should be raised from 70 to 75.

“People sleep 
peaceably in 
their beds at 
night only be¬ 
cause rough 
men stand 
ready to do vi¬ 
olence on their behalf.” You may 
not approve of militarism. You may be of¬ 
fended by the sight of soldiers marching. 
But never kid yourself that you would enjoy 
the life and liberties you have today with¬ 
out those rough men. 

SINCLAIR McKay, author of a new book 
on the wartime codebreakers at Bletchley 
Park, claims that some locals, perplexed 
by the oddballs working at Bletchley, came 
to the conclusion that the place was a 
government-run psychiatric hospital. I can 
believe that. It was my privilege on two oc¬ 
casions to interview Professor Harry Hin- 
sley, one of the most remarkable Brits of 
the 20th century. The son of a Walsall coal 
merchant, he went to Cambridge and led 
Bletchley’s team who broke German naval 
codes.Hinsley recalled one expert whose 
daily routine was to take his after-dinner 
tea each evening while strolling by the 
park’s lake. When he finished his tea, he 
would toss the cup and saucer into the 
lake. Some were merely eccentric but he 
was literally crack-pot.

Trust 'heading out of special measures' 


THE NHS Trust which runs Walsall 
Manor Hospital is on course to come 
out of special measures by next year, 
it has been claimed. 

Walsall North MP David Winnick 
said Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust 
chief executive Richard Kirby gave 
the reassurances during a recent 
meeting. The MP said the pair had 
also discussed maternity services at 
the Trust. 


He said he was told by Mr Kirby 
that the Trust was hoping to increase 
the number of mothers able to give 
birth within the borough by 2017/18 
- rather than sending mothers-to-be 
to Wolverhampton’s New Cross Hos¬ 
pital. 

Mr Winnick said: “As it stands at 
the moment a number of births will 
continue to be outside the borough, 
but by next year, 2017/18, it is hoped 


that it will return to normal and ma¬ 
ternity services will not need to be 
outsourced. Of course it was empha¬ 
sised that safety must be the number 
one priority.” 

He said Mr Kirby offered reassur¬ 
ances that the Trust was expecting to 
have made sufficient progress to be 
taken out of special measures by next 
year. Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust 
was placed into special measures ear¬ 


lier this year after a damning Care 
Quality Commission (CQC) report. 

The CQC is expected to carry out 
another inspection of the health 
trust in March next year. 

Mr Winnick added: “It has been 
a great disappointment to the com¬ 
munity that the hospital is consid¬ 
ered to be inadequate but hopefully 
the hospital will come out of special 
measures.” 


Hundreds of homes set 
for village green belt

MORE than 200 homes 
could be built on green belt 
land in Essington, under 
new plans. 

A total of 210 homes will sit 
alongside a new shop and park¬ 
ing to serve St John’s School 
and allotments at Hobnock 
Road. 

The proposed site is next to Swan 
Park — part of Essington parish 
council’s preserved green belt land. 

Councillor David Clift, chairman 
of Essington Parish Council, raised 
concerns that building homes on 
green belt land could ‘sprawl out of 
control’. 

He said:’’This application just 
shows how much pressure the green 
belt land is under to be used for 
housing and other developments. 

“The fact is is that the council has 
already met its quota for housing de¬ 
velopments for 2028 with the Elm¬ 
wood Avenue development. Green 
belt land is important to people 
who live in these areas and indeed 
beyond. 

Breached 

“If large developments such as 
this are allowed to go ahead, they 
could sprawl out of control. Local 
boundaries could be breached.” 

The plans are currently in the 
initial application stage, meaning 
that they are not yet available for 
public view. However, a drawing of 
the proposed site has been released. 
It shows six large clusters of houses, 
with further homes running along 
the edges of the site which is lined 
by trees. 

The application has been made 
by Jack Moody, who owns and op¬ 
erates the Hollybush garden centre 
and aquaria, on Warstone Road, 
Shareshill, Wolverhampton. It is 
being dealt with by Wolverhamp¬ 
ton-based property management 
company, First City Ltd who is also 
in charge of the sale of the 56 acre 
Windmill Quarry, on Bognop Road, 
Essington. 

Mr Moody and his team at the 
Hollybush garden centre were una¬ 
vailable for comment on the plans.

Prisoners 
get 35,000 
days extra as 
punishment 

MORE than 35,000 extra days in cus¬ 
tody were given to prisoners in the 
Midlands, new figures have revealed. 

Inmates were slapped with a total 
of 35,820 extra days, while a total of 
2,574 adjudications - which are costly 
hearings to determine if prisoners had 
broken rules - in 2015. 

HMP Oakwood, a category C jail 
near Wolverhampton, gave out 5,404 
extra days punishment to its 1,590 
inmates - the eight highest in the 
country. 

The prison also conducted 514 adju¬ 
dications in 2015 - the second largest 
amount in England. 

The hearings usually concern inci¬ 
dents of disobedience, disrespect or 
property offences and can result in a 
range of punishments including loss 
of canteen access, solitary confine¬ 
ment and extra days of imprisonment 
on top of an offenders’ existing sen¬ 
tence. 

Elsewhere in the Midlands, 5,098 
extra days punishment were given 
to male juveniles at HMP Brinsford 
in Stafford. The prison also had 396 
adjudication hearings. 

HMP Birmingham, for Category 
B and C offenders, based at Winson 
Green held 289 hearings, and gave out 
4,138 extra days. 

HM Featherstone, a category C 
men’s prison on the same site of Oak- 
wood, gave out 3,608 extra days and 
held 228 hearings. 

The figures have been released by 
the Howard League of Penal Reform 
which has claimed extending sen¬ 
tences creates a ‘vicious cycle’.

The Walsall branch of the Survivors 
of Bereavement by Suicide has set up 
the help day for Saturday, at Carrs 
Lane Church in Birmingham. 

Professor Rory O’Connor, who 
leads the Suicide Research Laboratory 
at Glasgow University, and Michelle L 
Rusk, author of various books on the 
topic, will be present. 

The cost for the day is £27, in¬ 
cluding lunch and refreshments, and 
bookings can be made via www.uk- 
sobs.org.uk/events or by calling the 
support group on 0115 944 1117. 

There will also be the opportunity 
to meet others who have experienced 
a loss, the chance to ask questions and 
to talk about their thoughts.

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Road rage 
resulted in 
man being 
punched 

A MOTORIST launched a road rage- 
style attack on another driver at a fill¬ 
ing station, a judge was told. 

Violence flared when Arqash Zaffar 
thought he had been blocked in by an¬ 
other car on the forecourt of the Jet 
garage in Ablewell Street, Walsall, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 

A row erupted during which the 
other drive hurled racial abuse at him 
and refused to move, it was said. 

Furious Zaffar punched the other 
man once in the face before passen¬ 
gers from his car continued the as¬ 
sault, explained Mr Scott Coughtrie, 
prosecuting. 

The victim received grazing and 
bruising to his face and head but did 
not require medical treatment, the 
court was told. Police were called and 
found 10 wraps of cocaine and four 
containing cannabis during a search 
of the defendant’s car, continued Mr 
Coughtrie. The clash occured during 
the early hours of Saturday June 8, 
2013. 

Zaffar, now aged 31, had been on 
bail for almost three years waiting 
for the case to be resolved, explained 
Mr Simon Rippon, defending, who 
continued: “He has settled down to 
adult life with a wife and family. He 
stopped taking drugs and mixing with 
the wrong crowd.” 

The delay in concluding the case 
resulted from a trial - involving more 
serious allegations against the defend¬ 
ant arising from the same incident - 
having to be abandoned in October 
2014 after one of the lawyers was 
badly hurt in an accident.

Battle ahead for 'one in a million' Max

A BABY described as ‘one in a million’ 
after being born against the odds has 
been diagnosed with a rare heart con¬ 
dition and will require major surgery. 

Willenhall couple Paul and Vicki 
Bamforth were thrilled at the arrival 
of Maximilian at Walsall Manor Hos¬ 
pital on Thursday, May 19. 

Remarkably, Vicki, 31, became 
pregnant naturally even though she 
has two uteruses and polycystic ova¬ 
ries and was told she would need IVF 
treatment. 

But now the tot, who weighed just 
three pounds and 10 ounces after 


being delivered by caesarean section, 
has been diagnosed with Truncus Ar¬ 
teriosus which affects one in 10,000. 

His parents, both teachers, have 
gone through a rollercoaster of emo¬ 
tions in the last few days but are now 
focusing on staying strong for the 
health battle ahead. 

Paul said: “This was a really big 
shock and we just couldn’t take it in 
at first. 

“We’d gone from feeling on top of 
the world to feeling sick with worry. 

“Max’s heart should have two 
tubes, one for oxygenated blood, one 


for deoxygenated blood, but he only 
has one tube. 

“He will need surgery when he 
weighs 2kg, and other operations 
after that.” 

Maximilian’s operation will be at 
Birmingham Children’s Hospital but 
the couple have asked for their son to 
remain at the Manor Hospital having 
being impressed with his care in Wal¬ 
sall. 

Vicki said: “He’s a little fighter an¬ 
yway because he’s here against the 
odds so we’re going to stay positive 
and take each day as it comes.”

Hospital gripes 
in major drop 

COMPLAINTS have substantially 
fallen at Walsall Manor Hospital. 

There were 27 formal complaints 
made to the ruling trust in April - a 
significant decrease on the 47 submit¬ 
ted the previous month. Workers were 
able to respond within the 30 working 
day target 41 per cent of the time. 

Three out of the 20 complaints in 
April were held and bosses have com¬ 
pleted ‘lessons to be learned’ reports 
on each while none were referred to 
the Government watchdog the Parlia¬ 
mentary and Health Service Ombuds¬ 
man.

Family con-tent with 
living arrangements 


JOHN Tompkins’ cosy one-bedroom 
bungalow has been his castle for the 
past six years - but at the age of 71, he 
has been forced to move into a tent in 
his front garden. 

The reason behind his unexpected change 
in living arrangements is the arrival of his 
three children who have taken up permanent 
residence with him. 

The pensioner felt that with two teenage girls 
and a 12-year-old boy in the mix, he had to think 
outside the box. After giving up his bedroom to his 
daughters, he slept on the sofa in the living room 
for several months, with his son bedding down on 
a mattress ‘in a cubby hole.’ 

The ex-soldier then hit on the solution of pitching 
up a tent in the garden but it’s not ideal, he says, 
and he is hoping Walsall housing bosses will be able 
to provide the family with something more suita¬ 
ble. The children - Lauren, 15, Elise, 14, and Lewis, 
12 - used to live with their mother, his ex-partner, 
until February when she became unwell. 

“I’m knocking on a bit now but I was happy to 
have them, in fact it’s given me a new lease of life. 
The trouble is we can’t all cram into a little bun¬ 


galow.

“ I got the girls some guest beds but Lewis had to 
bed down in a cubby hole, like a storage area, which 
was a bit claustrophobic, so he loves the tent. It’s 
like a den for him.” 

In the meantime Mr Tompkins has had a couple 
of bids to Walsall Housing Group turned down. 

“I can’t entirely blame them as there aren’t 
enough properties available - but in Rushall it 
seems to be a case of waiting for someone to die. I 
felt I needed to give the girls a bit of privacy, and 
put up the back end of a trailer tent in the garden 
for me and Lewis about three weeks ago. They all 
go to Aldridge School, although Lauren’s just fin¬ 
ished and will be going to college in September, but 
they love it there.” 

The former bus and truck driver, who was a 
member of the Royal Signals for nine years, serv¬ 
ing in Northern Ireland, retired early from his last 
driving job on health grounds following a work-re¬ 
lated injury. Sleeping under canvas outside is not 
recommended for his health, he says, but at least 
the neighbours don’t mind. “They’ve been great,” 
he says. “There’s three very nice old ladies in the 
street. One of them brought over a bread pudding 
for us, and the other day Louis made a cheese mac¬ 
aroni dish at school and brought it round to her as 
a thank-you.”

CARL JACKSON talks to West 
Mid landers lucky enough to 
have met Muhammad AN and 
hear how he affected their lives 


HE hailed himself as ‘The Great¬ 
est’ who ‘shook up the world’. And 
those from the West Midlands who 
had the privilege to meet Muham¬ 
mad AN throughout his remarkable 
life have endorsed the claims made 
by the great man, who died last Fri¬ 
day. 

Boxing promoter Ron Gray, from Can¬ 
nock, got closer than most. In his own 
fighting days he featured on the under¬ 
card on both occasions Ali fought Henry 
Cooper - at Wembley in 1963 and in 1966 
at Highbury. 

He also met him numerous times afterwards 
throughout his promoting career. 

Loveable 

Mr Gray said: “When you ask people who 
the two most popular names are in the whole 
world they say Muhammad Ali and Nelson 
Mandela. They are both mentioned in the 
same breath. 

“I met him on several occasions. He was 
just a lovely, lovely man. Absolutely different 
to the way he was when he came out with his 
outbursts. He was a quiet person actually but 
so loveable with the press. You would ask him 
a question and get a half-an-hour answer. He 
was absolutely brilliant and marvellous for 
boxing. It is a terrible shame.” 

And yet Ron’s late brother Billy got to share 
a ring with the man who floated like a but¬ 
terfly and stung like a bee. In 1966 he was 
drafted in to spar with Ali as he prepared to 
fight Brian London. 

Paying tribute to his sibling after he lost his 
battle to cancer last year, Ron said at the time: 
“There seemed to be a link between our family 
and Ali. He’s competed over here three times 
and I boxed on two of those bills, while Billy 


sparred with him for his fight on the other. 

“He got the call to go down to the Thomas 
A Becket gym in London and spend two days 
with Ali, before he fought Brian London. The 
strange thing was I spent a month up in Black¬ 
pool sparring with Brian at the time. I joked 
with Billy that I was softening him up for Ali.” 

In 1979 Ali made his first visit to the Mid¬ 
lands. During which time he was presented a 
commemorative belt in Birmingham, which 
was later bought by advertising guru Trevor 
Beattie, once of Wolverhampton. 

But photobombing the handover was none 
other than Sir Lenny Henry who paid tribute 
to Ali calling him a ‘titan’ of boxing. 

Tony Wilson, 55 and from Wolverhampton, 
was another to meet the man formerly known 
as Cassius Clay when he came to England. 

Ali returned in 1983 stopping by at Wol¬ 
verhampton’s The Sheraton on Raglan Street 


among other fan-packed destinations in Bir¬ 
mingham, Dudley and Coventry. 

Mr Wilson, who was an amateur boxing 
champion at the time and now teaches at 
Arena Gym in Willenhall, said: “I was very 
sad to hear he passed away. I met him in 
Handsworth. He stopped and asked who we 
were and started shadow boxing with us in 
the street. It was one of the highlights of my 
life. I went to bed that night and couldn’t stop 
dreaming about it. He was very humble for 
what he achieved. If I can get a fighter with 
just a quarter of his skill I would consider my¬ 
self blessed.” 

Businessman Terry Carvin was able to get 
Ali to open his new firm Buyrite Autoparts in 
Dudley during the 1983 visit. 

Having met the boxer in America he agreed 
to pay him £3,000 to cut the ribbon at the un¬ 
veiling while more than 2,000 screaming fans 


packed Hah Street outside. The 69-year-old 
from Kingswinford, said: “You could see the 
early signs of his problems were there. I could 
see that. But he was still ah there and messing 
around sparring with people doing that sort of 
thing. He was doing a lot of talking to the fans. 
He must have been there a good four hours. 
A gypsy came in and forecast he was going to 
be shot. We’ve got a video of him saying ‘they 
tried to get me but nobody’s got me yet’.” 

Former boxer, Scott Murray, owner of Bar 
Sport in Cannock, has hosted some of boxing’s 
biggest ever names for after-dinner speeches 
at the venue’s Premier Suite lounge including 
the likes of Sugar Ray Leonard and Evander 
Holyfield. 

While Ali has never been there himself 
four of his opponents Henry Cooper, Earnie 
Shavers, George Chuvalo and Ken Norton are 
among a stellar list to have entertained audi¬ 
ences in Cannock. 

Mr Murray said: “They were ah in awe of 
him. He was just an inspiring character. A11 
the guys we have hosted who met him have 
said the same. A lot of them said he’s the rea¬ 
son they took up boxing. He was Sugar Ray 
Leonard’s hero. It’s tremendous the amount 
of influence he has. I never met him. I do have 
a load of his memorabilia though. It is very 
sad. He was the greatest boxer that ever lived 
I don’t think we’ll see anyone greater.” 

Ali, who was world heavyweight champion a 
record three times, was equally if not more fa¬ 
mous for his charm, wit, charisma, outrageous 
rhymes and outspoken views in projecting the 
Nation of Islam’s ideology. 

But his speed and flare in the ring defying 
the traditional attributes of a typical heavy¬ 
weight inspired generations of boxers, includ¬ 
ing those born well after he had hung up his 
gloves only to commence one of his biggest 
and most enduring battles - with Parkinson’s 
disease. 

Tanny Khan, manager at Merridale Boxing 
Club in Wolverhampton, said he still uses vid¬ 
eos of Ah to train upcoming fighters. 

He said: “We have got pictures of him all 
over the place. Whenever we go on trips we 
have his DVDs on and just go through with 
the boxers how he used to fight. He was a big 
inspiration.. There will never be another Mu- 
hammed Ah.”

Explosion at derelict site 
was an accident waiting 
to happen, court is told 


IT WAS an ‘accident waiting 
to happen’ when two men 
suffered terrible burns as 
an electricity substation ex¬ 
ploded in flames at a derelict 
factory in Aldridge, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court heard. 

There had been a systematic 
failure to follow health and safe¬ 
ty law by CISM Ltd, the firm that 
employed them, ruled a judge. 

Freelance electrician David Spooner 
was not qualified for the job but the 
company made no attempt to check 
his competence before recruiting him 
to strip out switch gear from the sub¬ 
station without permission, revealed 
Mr Alexander Stein, prosecuting. 

Mr Spooner - who wrongly believed 
all the high voltage cabling had been 
turned off - thought the transformer 


he was working on with supervisor 
Ian Parker had been isolated. In fact 
two of the cables were wired up to an¬ 
other piece of equipment at the former 
McKechnie Brass site in Middlemore 
Lane, the court heard. 

“One was dead but, as he was tell¬ 
ing Mr Parker that the other was live, 
it exploded,” continued Mr Stein who 
added: “Mr Parker said the whole 
room turned yellow and there was 
a loud buzzing noise. He saw Mr 
Spooner was on fire and did what he 
could.” 

Workers outside the substation 
heard a loud bang and saw the two 
men coming out with their overalls 
alight. 

Both were kept in an induced coma 
at hospital- Mr Parker for 17 days and 
Mr Spooner for ten - and have suf¬ 
fered life-changing injuries involving 
over 30 per cent burns. They have had 


skin grafts and face significant medical 
issues in the future. 

CISM Ltd, from Kings Heath, Bir¬ 
mingham, was working as a sub con¬ 
tractor on the decommissioning and 
stripping out of the factory and was al¬ 
lowed to sell copper wiring it removed 
in lieu of payment for the job. 

It was not allowed to take cabling 
from the substation where the blast 
happened but went ahead regardless 
without assessing the potential hazard 
or preparing its workers to deal with 
the risk, the court was told. 

The company, with a 
£200,000-a-year turn over, admitted 
it did not plan, manage and monitor 
work under its control in a way which 
ensured it was carried out without risk 
to health and safety on September 11, 
2014. 

Recorder Barry Berlin fined it 
£50,000 with £7,800 costs.

The driving force 
behind leading 
engine company 


IN April 1919, while meeting at the 
Little Swan Hotel, Horseley Fields, 
a group of Wolverhampton busi¬ 
nessmen resolved to create a new 
company to build gearboxes for the 
more powerful vehicles which were 
becoming common. 

Among the group was Henry Meadows who 
had worked for Clyno Cars and before that 
Harper Bean of Tipton, makers of the Bean 
car, and he was to become managing director 
of the new concern, which was given his name. 

Customer 

The new factory for Henry Meadows Ltd was 
built in Park Lane, next to Guy Motors, and 
the first product was a 3-speed gearbox for a 
Vulcan lorry, delivered in May 1920. 

Vulcan Engineering was the first main cus¬ 
tomer, but others followed, such as the Cov¬ 
entry Motor Car Co. and Coventry Simplex. It 
soon became clear that most customers pre-

ferred to buy in engines and gearboxes as one 
unit, so Meadows began making petrol, then 
diesel engines for cars, commercial vehicles 
and boats. TE Lawrence, Lawrence of Arabia, 
once worked for the company, developing an 
engine for an RAF Air-Sea rescue launch. 

Guy Motors next door became an important 
customer, and during the Second World War 
Meadows engines were much in demand for 
armoured cars and tanks, and the factory was 
greatly expanded. Towards the end they began 
making Meteor tank engines, a version of the 
famous Rolls-Royce Merlin aero-engine. 

After the war diesel engines were the main 
products, but for a while the company made the 
little Frisky micro-car. In 1965 the company 
followed Guy Motors into Jaguar’s ownership, 
and then the British Motor Corporation, who 
decided to close the company in 1968.

Student, 27, sent rape 
threats on Facebook 



Shane Gould created a bogus Facebook account to make rape threats 


A COLLEGE student set up a 
bogus Facebook account and 
used it to send rape threats 
to five women, a court heard. 

Shane Gould, who has Asperger 
Syndrome, masqueraded as a man 
he had fallen out with over a wom¬ 
an he believed to be his girlfriend, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard. 

He took photos from the man’s gen¬ 
uine Facebook page and set up a bogus 
account before using it to message his 
victims. The 27-year-old made vile 
threats to rape all five women, includ¬ 
ing threats of gang rape. And he sent 
images of his genitalia to two of the 
five - one aged just 15. 

Gould, of Beechtree Road, Walsall, 
was spared jail last week on account 
of his mental health. He was instead 
given a community order and put 
under supervision for 18 months hav¬ 
ing previously pleaded guilty to five 
counts of putting people in fear of vi¬ 
olence. 

Violence 

Recorder Peter levins said: “The vic¬ 
tims must have been utterly terrified, 
not to mention the man you imperson¬ 
ated. People who do what you have 
done need to go to prison, not for re¬ 
venge but to express society’s condem¬ 
nation of sending messages like that. 

“The only reason I am not sending 
you to prison is your own vulnerabil¬ 
ity and problems. You have Asperger 
Syndrome and chromosomal abnor¬ 
malities, characterised by intellectual 
disabilities.” 

The court was told that Gould sent 
the messages towards the end of last 
year and the beginning of this year. 

Discussing the youngest victim, Mr 
John Evans, prosecuting, said: “He 
messaged her ‘meet me and have sex 
with me or I’ll find you and make you. 
Meet me or I’ll find you and rape you 


with my four mates’.” Some of the 
women blocked the bogus account, 
while others reported it to the police. 
This led to the innocent man who was 
impersonated being arrested three 
times, the court heard. But ultimately 
it was traced back to Gould. He was 
arrested in March. 

Mr Lewis Perry, defending, said his 
client, who had no previous convic¬ 
tions, was regretful and remorseful. 

He added: “It is clear he had no real 
intention to carry those things out. 
He acknowledges it was stupid and 


very much regrets it.” Mr Perry added 
Gould was now in permanent shel¬ 
tered accommodation where he was 
not allowed access to the internet and 
was being supported. 

Gould must also now attend a sex 
offender programme. Several of those 
sitting in the public gallery, which in¬ 
cluded one of Gould’s victims and the 
man he impersonated, were angered 
by the sentence. As they left, one per¬ 
son said: “He [Gould] has ruined six 
people’s lives and he has got away with 
it.”

A Strange end to the 
season is in store 


ans of the Dark Knight have 
been rather spoiled this year as 
Bruce Wayne and his associates 
dominated the big and small screens. 

Obviously there’s little chance of the 
pointy eared sleuth showing up in 
Gotham: Wrath of the Villains as it 
takes place before Wayne donned that 
iconic cowl, but he did get the chance 
to clash with fellow superhero the Man 
of Steel in one of the year’s most 
talked about films. 

Okay, it may not been a flop of 
Batman and Robin-style proportions, 
but Warner Bros’ tentpole epic Batman 
vs Superman: Dawn of Justice 
received a savaging from many critics. 

Jessie Eisenberg’s cringeworthy 
performance as Lex Luthor, and 
Wonder Woman sat at a laptop 
watching trailers for other pending DC 
Comics-inspired movies such as 
Aquaman were two of the many 
problems that led to it underperforming 
with a $900million gross. 

Not a bad haul by anyone’s 
reckoning, but when you take into 
account the fact it cost $250million 
and needed to gross around 


$600milion to break even, Warner 
bosses were left green with envy 
when Captain America: Civil War 
(which had the same price tag) 
romped away with more than 
$1.1 billion. 

The clash between Marvel and DC 
movies has been going on for some 
years now, and for film fans 
sometimes proves more fascinating 
than the flicks themselves. 

However, on the small screen DC 
characters have a better footing with 
hits such as The Flash, Arrow, 
Supergirl, Legends of Tomorrow, and 
this Batman prequel leaving followers 
hungry for more. 

Naturally as this is the series finale, 
showrunner Bruno Heller has saved a 
chunk of change to ensure the latest 
run goes out with a bang. 

Trapped inside Professor Hugo 
Strange’s secret monster-making 
laboratory with a ticking bomb, 
detective Jim Gordon has to deal with 
a shape-shifting imposter, while Bruce 
Wayne and Lucius Fox have to 
contend with Edward Nygma, aka The 
Riddler. 


In case you’re wondering, that’s not 
the same Strange which will be played 
by Benedict Cumberbatch in 
upcoming movie Doctor Strange, but 
a character who has been around 
since 1940 and became one of the 
Dark Knight’s first recurring characters. 

TV fans may recall seeing him in 
excellent 1990s saga Batman: The 
Animated Series, and assorted other 
shows and video games before 
Jurassic World’s BD Wong took on the 
role in season two of Gotham. 

Wong made history as the first actor 
to play Strange in a live action 
capacity. Now, with director and star 
Ben Affleck lined up to make the next 
Batman movie, and the fact that many 
villains have been exploited in the 
nine Dark Knight movies to date (yes, 
that includes the 1966 camp classic 
and BVS: DOJ), Hugo stands a good 
chance of returning for Batfleck’s 
pending epic. 

For now, settle back and enjoy as 
Ben McKenzie (James Gordon), David 
Mazouz (Bruce Wayne), Cory Michael 
Smith (Edward ‘Riddler’ Nygma) and 
Jada Pinkett Smith (Fish Mooney) 
breathe life into Bob Kane’s universe.

Other than your usual smattering of 
chain eateries you are hard-pressed to 
find somewhere centrally that offers 
up that taste of difference. 

So when news filtered through that a new 
option was coming - and it would have the 
USP of Turkish food - the town really sat 
up and took notice. 

And having now experienced what Basil 
of Anatolia has to offer, let’s hope it is able 
to grow and thrive. 

From what we witnessed one cool Friday 
night they deserve to be able to capture 
their own corner of the market and make a 
real go of it. And in times of economic hard¬ 
ship it would be ace to have a success story 
to use as a proverbial two fingers to all the 
doom-mongerers and pessimistic bad news

merchants. Basil, as the place will from now 
on affectionately be called, has a central lo¬ 
cation, round the corner from the library, 
nestled on Freer Street. 

Of course the downside can be the dif¬ 
ficulty to park. But given most of the sur¬ 
rounding council-owned car parks are free 
after 6pm you can leave your vehicle in the 
one just off Lichfield Street and it’s only a 
short stroll away. 

It has a simple feel, yet is clean and 
strangely welcoming given the building is 
just a generic food space - it was Jenny’s 
Restaurant before if that jogs people’s 
memory. 

It wasn’t busy for a Friday night, sad to 
see given our earlier hopes that this will be 
a successful venture. Hopefully this was a 
glitch the evening we attended and that on 


a normal evening, the people of Walsall and 
beyond are more outgoing. 

With near enough the freedom of the 
venue we picked a table at the back to try 
and avoid the happy hubbub of a couple of 
larger groups sitting near the entrance. 

Conversation 

Everything felt clean and new. One nice 
touch was each table had the venue’s name 
and logo etched into them. 

We were approached quickly. Our server 
engaged us in conversation straight away. 
He asked whether we had eaten Turkish 
food before and our tastes when it came to 
spices. This is always helpful when trying 
somewhere new. 

We ordered, and were provided with gi- 
normous olives soaked in oils and soft, light 
chunks of bread that we probably shouldn’t 
have wolfed down so early if we had hoped 


to last three courses. For starters I had 
sucuk - a spicy Turkish sausage. The meat 
was soft and tender. My friend had the 
falafel - minced, deep fried balls of chick¬ 
peas, fresh vegetables, garlic and sesame 
seeds served with tangy chutney. 

When we dined the place had not yet re¬ 
ceived its alcohol license so was serving soft 
drinks only but that will change. 

For mains I opted for lamb beyti - lamb 
mincemeat with garlic and parsley on a 
skewer. 

My flatmate had the chicken shish, 
chunks of soft and tender chicken in a 
mildly spiced marinade . 

A second bowl of bread was also 
being wolfed down. This was proba¬ 
bly a bad idea, and meant we had no 
room to brave a dessert afterwards. 
Lovely food and people, so come on people 
give it a try.

SSANGYONG has announced the 
new Tivoli XLV, an extended body 
model of its already popular Tivoli 
compact SUV. 

“Following rapid growth in the com¬ 
pact SUV market, SsangYong responded 
in 2015 by launching Tivoli, its first small 
SUV, and already the company’s most 
successful new car. Some 64,000 cars 
were manufactured and sold around the 
world last year,” said Paul Williams, CEO 
of SsangYong Motor UK. 

“Tivoli has been praised universally for 
meeting a number of customer requirements, 
not least its ability to carry five adults in com¬ 
fort and with one of the largest boot capacities, 
while many other cars in the sector are regard¬ 
ed as being a ‘down-size’ too far.

Sharing the same platform and 2,600mm 
wheelbase as the Tivoli, the XLV features a 
lengthened body from behind the C pillar, an 
increase of 238mm over the standard car, ex¬ 
panding the load capacity to a huge 720 cubic 
litres of space. Meanwhile, the styling cues 
that distinguish Tivoli are retained, including 
its harmoniously fused SUV body design, 
sports coupe look and floating roofline. 


Designed to offer a multi-role, multi-func¬ 
tion solution to a wide range of customers, 
Tivoli XLV provides just the versatility needed 
to meet individual lifestyles: family car for lug¬ 
ging baby buggies and cots for small children, 
bikes and golf clubs for the sports-minded, 
and materials or business equipment during 
the working week.

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Car’s lines 
that stop 
onlookers 
in tracks

You’re looking at one of the most impres¬ 
sive ways to arrive anywhere in town on four 
wheels; in a coupe with spaceship looks and 
in near silence. 

The new Lexus RC 300h has lines to stop onlook¬ 
ers in their tracks and an electric motor to drive it 
short urban distances with only the hum of the tyres 
intruding gently. 

Those glamour looks and stealth approach have conse¬ 
quences, though. Of which more later. 

For the moment, let’;s look around this beautifully crafted 
coupe from the posh Toyota offshoot that regularly bounces 
against the top of the customer satisfaction ratings. 

Just slipping into the softly leathered interior of the 300h 
makes the world feel a better place. 

Spread out ahead of you are buttons and dials that might 
have come from a watchmaker’s workroom and the sort of 
fit and finish you might imagine a junior Bentley trying to 
match - if there was one. 

Add this five star interior to an outside that seems to have 
been hewn from a block of solid steel by a magical warrior 
wielding a micro-honed sword and the £34,995 asking price 
actually seems modest. 

Especially when you consider that not only does the 300h 
have a 2.5 litre petrol engine but an electric motor too. To¬ 
gether, they produce a total of 220 horsepower and in town 
the car will drive short distances on electrical energy alone. 

The usefully low combined 113g/km exhaust emissions 
- a product of that underbonnet cleverness - means the tax- 
man won’t trouble you in year one, and then for a mere £30 
thereafter. The 17 per cent BIK rating makes this a formida¬ 
bly affordable car for business use too. 

The battery does, however, add weight to a car that was 
not a lightweight to start with. So the performance figures 
(118mph and 0-62mph in 8.6 seconds) are very far from 
sporting. 

A similarly priced and diesel powered BMW 4 Series 
coupe will feel far faster, be only a little dearer for business 
use but look much thirstier on paper - although much more 
likely to approach its theoretical economy than the Lexus. 

It won’t have the quietness of the Lexus, though, or feel as 
cossetting inside, or be nearly as well equipped as standard 
either. BMW options list are famously long - and tempting. 

Standard fare on the Lexus includes leather trim, heated 
seats, 18ins alloy wheels, dual zone climate control, auto 
gears and LED headlamps. Sat nav costs £1,995 and uses 
a fiddly touch pad. 

Coupes are about self-indulgence and that means mak¬ 
ing the driver feel good at the expense of practical matters 
like rear seat legroom (tiny if the front seats are set back) 
and boot space (useful, but the battery intrudes a bit). 

You can gain a bit of boot space by choosing a non-hy¬ 
brid RC 200t which costs a little less and goes faster, thanks 
to a turbocharged 2.0 litre engine. 

The tax advantages of the hybrid mean this petrol-only 
model will stay a rare sight on UK roads. 

So, glamour and quietness in spades, but at a cost. If 
you fancy the looks, don’t need rear seat space and are 
ready for fuel readouts some way from the brochure (the 
only numbers Lexus is allowed to quote), then your nearest 
dealer will welcome you with open arms.

Seat more 
exclusive 
than Italian 
dream car

You’d better move fast if you want one of 
these. The Mii by Mango Limited Edition is 
exactly that: its exclusive Oryx pearl white 
paint, special plum-finished 15-inch alloy 
wheels, plum upholstery and matching trim 
accents inside and out are only being brought 
to the UK 125 times. 

Just 20 are so far in the country and registered to 
customers. That’s right; the Mii by Mango L.E. is rarer 
than most Ferraris. 

It’s based on the excellent standard car, with the margin¬ 
ally pokier 74bhp 1.0-litre three-cylinder engine. It still uses 
low-friction tyres like the standard car, and it’s no heavier. 
The Mango is all about adding style rather than mechanical 
upgrades. 

The standard Mii by Mango falls a bit flat in the style 
stakes, but the ‘Velvet’ purple-on-white of the L.E. works a 
treat. It’s much more noticeable, different and, with so few in 
the country, much more exclusive. You wouldn’t want to pull 
up at the traffic lights next to another one, now would you? 

Seat holds its hands up and openly admits the Mango is 
aimed at women; young women with at least one and a half 
eyes on the fashion industry. 

But in fairness there’s nothing about the design, colours, 
shape or driving experience that would put men off, except 
maybe the Mango badges, but then again, there’s such a 
thing as a Mango Man department these days. 

It’s always amazing how much room the Mii platform, 
along with its Citigo and Up triplets, gives to both passen¬ 
gers and luggage. Two people can pack a week’s luggage 
into the boot if they’ve got a good record on Tetris, and four 
adults can sit back in comfort in the five-door cabin. 

It’s a little Tardis, this car, especially as a five-door. 

A dinky 35-litre fuel tank isn’t going to get you very far, in 
theory, but the reality kicks that fear square in the baby-mak¬ 
er. It’s easy to top 60mpg in the real world, and on one trip in 
the test car, we even saw just over 70mpg. Treat it right and 
you’ll reach 400 miles per tank. 

Sweeter 

Having driven three of these supposedly mechanically 
identical cars lately, some seem sweeter than others. The 
tester here is a gem, responding quickly and pulling strong¬ 
ly (for a one-litre), with no rattles, squeaks or knocks from 
the suspension. The thrummy three-cylinder engine does 
sterling work and zings its way up to 70mph much more 
speedily than its figures would suggest. The five-speed 
gearbox does mean the car is calmest below 50mph and 
gets a bit rowdy at 70mph, but at least this one has (option¬ 
al) cruise control. 

It turns with a little more dynamism than the standard 
Mii thanks to the larger wheels and lower-profile tyres that, 
nonetheless, don’t compromise the ride quality. If there’s a 
perfect chassis configuration for this car, the Mango L.E. has 
it. As for the seats, they are all perfectly comfy for journeys 
up to 50 or 60 miles, but are a bit too soft for real long-dis¬ 
tance work. 

If you can even get hold of one, given that they’re so few 
in number, the base price of a shade under £12,000 means 
value depends on what you compare it to. It’s £800 cheaper 
than a pre-options Fiat 500 Lounge equipped with the for¬ 
gettable 1.2-litre 68bhp four-cylinder engine, and more than 
£2,100 cheaper than the same 500 with the characterful 
84bhp TwinAir motor. On that comparison, the Mango L.E. 
looks like superb value. 

Women are the main target, and with only 100 or so of 
these yet to be sold, the only customers will be the quick 
ones. Young drivers will love its combination of zesty joie 
de vivre and stylish add-ons, but that’s not to say it wouldn’t 
make a superb second car for a family. It’s efficient, quirky 
and very likeable. Frankly it’s one of the best Mii/Citigo/Up 
variants yet built. 

This car summed up in a single word: Catwalk-ready 

If this car was a: model it would have emerged unexpect¬ 
edly from nowhere to get everyone’s heads turning

IT didn’t take many miles in the Mercedes 
SL to consider swinging away from home 
and heading south to Nice, immediately. Or 
anywhere with plentiful mixtures of sun and 
gracious living, really. For here in the £73,810 
- current entry level -version of a convertible 
line that has adorned luxury harboursides for 
decades is a car that wants you to enjoy life 
at the top. 

Indeed, there may not be a better way yet devised 
of taking two people from their home in a high end 
postcode to the marina or yacht basin, there to be 
reunited with Seagull,Ocean Queen ... or whatever 
name the owner’s wife broke a bottle of champagne 
over at the launch. 

Simple figures have never told even half the story of an 
SL, currently available in four grades of urge and luxury 
and culminating in a 12 cylinder, 630 horsepower, £172,000 
AMG machine that will make a hen’s tooth look common¬ 
place by comparison. 

Forget the numbers (they are all limited to the respon- 
155mph limit set by most German car makers of fast cars, 
Porsche excepted) and concentrate instead on the way 
every SL has trodden the taste tightrope between brash, 
brawn and beauty. 

Mostly they’ve found an admirable middle point, straying 
only occasionally into the gaudy or vulgar. 

To these eyes the current version, especially perhaps in 
this least expensive SL 400 guise, can confidently assume 
the mantle of privilege with a touch of decorum, even fitted 
with 19inch AMG alloy wheels in high gloss black (£895) 
and doors sills that light up with Mercedes-Benz lettering 
(£215) and remind you what you’ve bought as you slip 
aboard at night. 


Performance 

But if you ever needed proof positive that a touch under 
seventy-four grand brings a car that allows the full SL expe¬ 
rience, and that mere figures mean little in this car’s world, 
consider this: for comfortably more than double the base 
model’s price (£73,810 plays £173,315) you save 0.9 sec¬ 
onds on the dash to 62mph - and both cars will top out, 
pretty promptly, at that artificially limited 155mph already 
mentioned. 

Of course, the 12-cylindered SL 65 deploys its 630 horses 
to give blinding performance in any gear, at any speed. It will 
also make a noise at takeoff that would silence a St Tropez 
cafe full of ladies doing lunch. 

But the humbler SL 400 would not be considered an even 
slightly less delightful way for any of them to return to that 
charming villa in the hills. 

Its 362bhp will be more than adequate and its smooth 
nine-speed automatic gearbox slurs the changes so gently 
you won’t even notice. 

Outside and - especially - inside, this SL feels simply very 
special indeed. From just right touches of silver-glinting al¬ 
loy and caressingly soft leather to a level of fit and finish that 
must have meant all leave cancelled at the Bremen plant 
where it was built, this is a car that makes an owner glow 
with pride of ownership. 

And with a specification that even in its least expensive 
expression takes pages of closely spaced sentences to ex¬ 
plain, it may be just as well that SLs of any generation since 
the first of 1954 tend to stick around long enough to become 
treasured family heirlooms. 

For the record, your price list starter version comes with 
an aluminium folding roof that works in either direction at 
around-town speeds, enough safety features to make a risk 
assessment obsessive puce with envy and sufficient luxury 
touches to have you studying the handbook as after-dinner 
homework. 

Perhaps from the afterdeck of the good ship Seagull....

THEY say age is just a num¬ 
ber and that certainly proved 
to be the case as walking 
football took over Molineux 
recently. 

Over the past few years the sport 
has become a big hit, with thou¬ 
sands across the country rediscov¬ 
ering their love for the beautiful 
game thanks to the slowed-down 
version. 

At Wolves, competitors well into 
their 80s lived the dream by playing 
on the hallowed turf in a six-team 
competition. 

The teams involved - Bert Williams 
Old Boys, Blakenall Bashers, DudCel, 
GetSet2Go, Pete Clarke Wolves and 
Platty’s Pensioners - played in a six- 
a-side round-robin format, each game 
lasting 10 minutes. 

Unlike the traditional points sys¬ 
tem, teams were awarded five for a 
win, three for a draw and one for a 
defeat, and, after more than two hours 
of competition, Bert Williams Old Boys 
were crowned champions after going 
through the tournament unbeaten and 
picking up 21 points. 

The event, organised by Black Coun-

try In Motion, was part of the annual 
Wolves Community Trust Project Day. 

Rachel Smith, sports activator for 
Black Country In Motion, said: “The 
players spent two hours on the pitch as 
part of the Wolves Community Trust 
Project Day. 

“The atmosphere was great, of 
course it always helps when the sun 
is shining but it was really good to be 
involved with. The project day is an 
annual event and walking football is 
growing all of the time.” 

She added: “There was somebody 
who was 86 who played (Dennis 
Whistance from Bentley, who turned 
out for Pete Clarke Wolves). I think it 
was a lifelong ambition of his to play at 
Molineux as well. 

“It is a great sport, especially for 


those who didn t think they would be 
able to carry on playing after their 40s 
or 50s. All in all, it was a really good 
day.” 

Walking football was first developed 
by Chesterfield FC’s Community Trust 
in 2011 to keep over-50s on the pitch. 

In the five years since, it has grown 
at an incredible rate and there are 
now more than 400 teams around 
the country. Based on the traditional 
game, walking football has specific 
rules which sees a free-kick awarded to 
the other side for running, while there 
is no offside rule and slide tackles are 
banned. 

Substitutions are roll-on, roll-off, 
and the ball must remain below hip 
height. It was originally played with¬ 
out any goalkeepers but the likes of 
64-year-old Stourbridge man John 
Cattermole and Tony Spruce, 73, were 
between the sticks for Bert Williams 
Old Boys and Blakenall Bashers re¬ 
spectively at Molineux. 

There are plans to have another 
walking football competition at Mo¬ 
lineux next year.

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Pitch perfect 
thanks to 
cash boost 

GRASSROOTS sport in the Black Coun¬ 
try is set to benefit from a major cash 
injection. It comes as the University of 
Wolverhampton was awarded a grant of 
£465,047 from the Premier League & 
The FA Facilities Fund. 

It will enable the university to build a 
new floodlit 3G artificial grass pitch to be 
used by its students, staff, and the local 
community at its Walsall Campus. 

The Football Foundation worked in 
partnership with the university and 
both the Birmingham and Staffordshire 
County FA to compile a five-year Foot¬ 
ball Development Plan. It is hoped the 
number of teams playing at the facility 
will increase from nine to 33 teams, 
made up of university teams, partner 
club, Silverdale FC and the Walsall FC 
Community Programme, who will focus 
on girls and walking football. 

Clubs from the local community in 
the Walsall Junior and adult League will 
also have access to the 3G pitch 

Funded by the Premier League, The 
FA and the Government, via Sport Eng¬ 
land, the Premier League & The FA Fa¬ 
cilities Fund is delivered by the Football 
Foundation, the country’s largest sports 
charity. Since it was launched in 2000, 
the Foundation has supported more than 
14,000 grassroots projects worth over 
£1.3 billion. 

Bess Evans, Deputy Director of the 
University of Wolverhampton’s Institute 
of Sport, said: “We are delighted to have 
been awarded this grant.” 

Paul Thorogood, Chief Executive of 
the Football Foundation, said: “Congrat¬ 
ulations should go to the University of 
Wolverhampton for working with both 
the Staffordshire FA and Birmingham 
FA to secure this Premier League & the 
FA Facilities Fund grant.” 

Work on the pitch is expected to start 
during the summer with a view to it 
being ready to use from October.
